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FOREWORD 


The  National  Easter  Seal  Society  for  Crippled  Children  and  Adults  publishes  this  bi-ennial 
DIRECTORY  OF  RESIDENT  CAMPS  FOR  PERSONS  WITH  SPECIAL  HEALTH  NEEDS  as  an  aid 
to  all  persons  concerned  with  or  seeking  information  about  camping  for  individuals  with  special 
health  problems.  This  Directory  includes  only  those  residential  camps  which  identify  themselves  as 
serving  children  and  adults  with  physical,  mental,  social,  and/or  emotional  handicaps,  or  those 
camps  which  report  that  they  have  specifically  adapted  their  programs  to  accommodate  persons 
with  disabilities.  Each  individual  camp  description  states  the  specific  disabilities  accepted,  as  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  editor. 

Disabling  conditions  are  classified  and  listed  in  the  Index  under  the  following  headings:  Cerebral 
Palsy;  Diabetes;  Emotional  Disturbances;  Epilepsy;  Mental  Retardation;  Organic  Brain  Damage; 
Physical  Disabilities,  Lhspecified;  Respiratory  Diseases;  Speech  and/or  Hearing;  and  Visual  Impair¬ 
ments.  Several  of  these  categories  include  related  disabilities;  i.e.,  “Organic  Brain  Damage”  includes 
perceptual  handicaps  and  learning  disabilities.  In  some  instances  where  the  type  of  disability  was 
stated  very  broadly,  such  as  “All  Physical  Disabilities,”  editorial  license  was  exercised  and  those 
camps  were  indexed  under  “Physical  Disabilities,  Unspecified.”  Camps  which  listed  orthopedic  or 
neurological  handicaps  were  also  arbitrarily  placed  in  the  Index  category  of  “Physical  Disabilities, 
Unspecified.” 

The  “E”  sign  before  the  name  of  a  camp  indicates  that  the  camp  is  either  owned,  operated,  or  in 
some  degree  supported  by  the  Easter  Seal  Society.  The  term  intergrouping  means  the  camp  “inter¬ 
grates”  disabled  campers  into  the  regular  camp  program. 

THE  INCLUSION  OF  A  CAMP  IN  THE  DIRECTORY  DOES  NOT  IMPLY  APPROVAL,  AND 
THE  OMISSION  OF  A  CAMP  DOES  NOT  IMPLY  DISAPPROVAL.  IT  IS  RECOMMENDED  THAT 
DECISIONS  AS  TO  THE  APPROPRIATENESS  OF  FACILITIES,  STAFF  AND  PROGRAM  IN 
ANY  INSTANCE  BE  MADE  INDIVIDUALLY  AND  ON  THE  BASIS  OF  PERSONAL  CONTACT 
OR  CORRESPONDENCE  WITH  THE  LISTED  SPONSORING  AGENCY. 

IT  IS  FURTHER  RECOMMENDED  THAT  THE  SELECTION  OF  A  SPECIFIC  CAMPING 
PROGRAM  TAKE  INTO  CONSIDERATION  WHETHER  THE  CAMP  HAS  BEEN  ACCREDITED 
BY  THE  AMERICAN  CAMPING  ASSOCIATION.  THE  SIGN  “ACA”  INDICATES  THAT  THE 
CAMP  IS  ACCREDITED  BY  THE  AMERICAN  CAMPING  ASSOCIATION  AS  LISTED  IN  THE 
EASTERN,  NORTHERN,  SOUTHERN  AND  WESTERN  SECTIONS  OF  THE  1977  EDITION  OF
